Talking Poll Parrots.

parrot speaking a little Spanish,' 
it is to be hoped got the bird, "in 
fact," said the old bird-fancier, " noth- 
ing would be easier, in our line, than 
-to supply her with any reasonable 

auantitv of parrots speaking a great 
eal of Spanish. If a parrot has anv 
-other mother tongue than an infernal 
squawk, that mother-tongue is Spanish, 
at least with those that come herefrom 
South America, which is our main 
source of supply. It is, you under- 
stand, the language of the people who 
capture the bird and give it the rudi- 
ments of educati6n. Very naturally, 
tJie first words a parrot learns from 
them are likely to be ' bonito papagavo ' 
sthd'earamba,' just as, if English-speak- 
ing people got him first, he would begin 
by saying 'Pretty Polly,' and some fa- 
miliar and probably more vigorous 
words than those Spanish ones. Span- 
ish oaths, by the way, don't amount to 
much, as a rule, any more than the 
French 'sacre pomme de terre' or the 
•German ' donner und blitzen.' But the 
coble Castilian tongue is not altogether 
<ievoid of ingenious expletives. Some 
■of them are strong enough to curl the 
hair of a mule, and not infrequently we 
get parrots that have had their con- 
versational powers developed in that 
■direction to a startling extent. It 
doesn't hurt the value of the bird for 
people who don't understand Spanish. 
They may innocently imagine it his 
wild, sweet, native song when he is 
making the most frightfully ornate re- 
marks about their lights and livers and 
things, and no harm is done. By 
and by, too, he will learn the language 
■of the people he is with, and not hear- 
ing Spanish spoken about him, will 
gradually drop it. It is open to doubt, 
however, whether a parrot ever wholly 
forgets what he has once learned— a 
■really good one, I mean. Several 
months ago a gentleman who was go- 
ing abroad, not expecting to return for 
■two or three years, left with me 
sale a very tine parrot that, he said, 
had had for over live years. The bird 
spoke English extraordinary well and, 
as ho subsequently assured me, he 
never knew that he spoke anything 
■else, as he had bought it from an En- 
glish lady, who had not told him that 
-he knew any other language. But 
•while he was here a couple of ladii 
entered the store one day and, while 
looking about were chattering in Span- 
ish to each other when they were star- 
•tled by the exciamation, in a loud tone 
•of surprise. 'Caramba!' It was the 
parrot. They talked to it in Spanish. 
For some little lime it either could not 
or would not say any thing but ' Car- 
■amba!' and always with the proper in- 
tonation as an exclamation of astonish- 
ment. At length, however, its memory 
came back, and it began uttering a 
variety of Spanish words with great vol- 
ubility. The ladies assured me that it 
-spoke Spanish exceedingly well, and 
was— what was still more remarkable— 
a very decent bird, with good moral 
training. One of them bought it and 
paid me a good price for it. A parrot 
learns very quickly, if it is going to 
learn at all. One that speaks Spanish 
■only when it leaves South America will 
.pick up a great deal of English in the 
course of a trip of three of four weeks 
by a sailing vessel to this port; and as 
erally brought here by 



use, and apply them intelligently, ap- 
positely, in whatever language they 
speak. Poor Virginia Whiting, whose 
brief and brilliant career was that of 
one of our best native prima donnas, 
had a very line green parrot, of un- 
usually amiable and intelligent charac- 
ter, that was poisoned by a malicious 
servant. The wretched bird, lying up- 
on its back in its mistress' lap. "with its 
claws convulsively drawn up to its 
breast in its dying agonies, whined out, 
with a really human intonation of pain 
and anxiety: "Oh! my God, what's 
goin' to become of poor Polly?'' — N. Y

" Some of the fine gray parrots that 
como here from Africa speak Portugese 
fluently, that being the language of the 
people who captured them: and oc- 
casionally we strike one that jabbers 
gibberish that nobody understands, 
doubtless some negro talk. Green par- 
.rots from Brazil also speak Portugese. 
.Minos are the same as parrots, talking 
any language that is about them. Most 
people have a mistaken idea about the 
jniuo, that he simply (ires off a shriek 
ike a steam-whistle" every five minutes 
-or so. But that is wrong. He can be 
taught to talk, and very well, too. even 
better than most parrots. Parrots learn 
German and French, or, indeed, any 
language, the same as they do English; 
but the birds that attain those accom- 
plishments gain them from private 
■owners, who value them as pupils, as 
well as pets, and they seldom get into 
our hands, except by" accident. I was 
aboard an outgoing French steamer, i>e- 
ceutly, on business, just before she left 
the dock, and noticed on the deck an 
elderly French woman— one of a party — 
who was manifesting great solcitude 
about a parrot that she had in a cage. 
It was hard to tell which one of them 
was chattering French most vigorously, 
she or the bird. I don' t suppose she 
would have taken $500 for that French- 
speaking parrot, which was intrinsically 
worth about $15. I don't know that I 
have ever encountered a German par- 
rot, but I have heard of them and know 
that they exist." 

Another bird-fancier, a German, said 
■upon that branch of the subject: "Ger- 
. man parrots? Bless me! yes; lots of 
-them. But I can hardly say that the 
parrot seems to be specially aclanted to 
speaking German. It is rather too 
heavy for his tongue, and as a rule he 
only takes in the shorter and easier 
words, and not a great many of them 
then. He would have to be a very 
bold parrot who would undertake to 
•wear in German. One of the best 
German-speaking parrots I ever met 
was owned by Dombrowski, the Ger- 
man actor.who came over here a dozen 
years ago to support the great Mme. 
Seebach. It was a villainously malici- 
ous bird toward everybody except him, 
but he had spent much time in petting 
aud training it, and with surprisingly 
good results. He carried it about with 
him in all his travels, brought it here 
srom Germany, lugged it around from 
place to place, .and finally took it back 
with him. I don't think it would be 
difficult for me, at any time, to find for 
a customer a German or a French- 
speaking pwrot-not, of course, a per- 
fectly educated one, but one that could 
speak a little of either language. It is 
not seldom that a parrot knows a good 
many words out of two or three lan- 
guages, but is likely to get them mixed 
up in his talking."

Summer Pruning. 

It i3 many years since, from onr < 
experience, we recommended pec 
to prune at midsummer, although 
knew it was opposed to the views of 
many eminent horticulturists. At that 
time it was regarded as a bold innova- 
tion on established rules; aud we have 
often since seen articles to show that 
summer-pruning must be wrong. The 
reasoning by which this is s'ipix.rted is 
-o doubt very good. It does 'seem by 
e have referred to, that 



only that no harm but absolute good 
resulted from the summer pruning of 

But it seems to be forgotten by many 
good people that there are two sides to 
every story— two sides to winter prun- 
ing and two sides to summer pruning. 
Few of these horticultural operations 
are unmixed good or unmixed evil. 
In any case what we have to accom- 
plish is to be gained, sometimes, at a 
little expense of good points— good if 
we are after some other object. So in 
this summer pruning question. It is 
said by persons whom the whole horti- 
cultural community respect, that "win- 
ter pruning strengthens while summer 
pruning weakens trees;" aud if one 
were to deprive a tree of all its foliage 
this would probably be true enough to 
work serious injury". It is on the'prin- 
ciple on which noxious weeds are de- 
stroyed. Denuded of every leaf as fast 
as one appears, a plant is often killed 
in one season. But may this not be 
different when only a "few branches 
are taken off? The remaining leaves 
and branches have more food at their 
disposal. What was intended for a 
thousand branches is now divivided 
among nine hundred. But we are 
not disposed to enter into these 
minute points of physiological i 
ence. It is enough for practical rr 
to know that the cutting away of a f 
branches has never been known 
work any serious injury; while the ease 
with which the wound hea'.s over, is 
striking contrast with the long time 
takes a winter-wound to get a new c< 
of bark over it if it ever does. \ 
have seen in a vigorous, healthy tre< 
stout branch of two inches taken off, ...

A rather singular accident occurred 
the Short-line yards, at the head o!

Of course a heavy loss of foliage 
would be a heavy loss to the tree; but 
it is very rare that any tree has been so 
much neglected as to need the half or 
even the fourth o< its branches taken 
oft' in summer-time. But there are in 
many cases branches here and there 
along the trunks of trees which it is 
an advantage to the tree to lose; and 
thinning which may be done in various 
ways to advantage." and in such cases 
summer-pruning will toll a good 
tale. Another gain by it is to promote 
increased Budding the following year. 



In fact, we have no sort of "doubt but 
that many a rapid-growing tree could 
be made to come into bearing two or 
three years earlier by shortening-in 
liberally the latter part of June and the 
first half of July. Fall, winter and 
spring pruning does not induce bud- 
ding; it can only give form to the tree. 
Let this be born in mind, and if there 
be • any doubters, let them try it. — 
Gcrmantown Telegraph.

The Feeding of Stock. 
It has become evident that whatever 
the weather from this time on- -and 
there are no indications that the weath- 
er will change favorably to the corn 
crop — economy in the feeding of grain 
to fattening stock must be rigidly prac- 
tice. Even if the weather should prove 
all that could be wished through Au- 
gust and September, the corn crop of 
the corn States cannot be more than 
half a yield for the area planted. If 
the same weather continues that has 
characterized the season so far, what 
with the weedy nature of the crops 
from lack of cultivation, caused by the 
sodden condition of the soil, prevent- 
ing, the yield may shrink to not more 
than a quarter of a" crop. 

What, then, is indicated in view of 
these circumstances? 1. The cleaning 
of the crop so far as it may be possible. 
2. In the event of an eariy frost, the 
cutting up and shocking so much as 
may be possible of all that portion yet 
unripe, but hardening; and 3: using 
every means to make the crops go as 
far as possible. 

In the feeding of cattle it will be 
found that shocked corn, even if the 
grain is not fully ripe, will feed cattle 
economically and fat: but, in following 
the cattle with hogs, it would seem this 
year to be the true policy to use more 
hogs to pick up the refuse, with a view 
to growth rather than fattening. In 
the case of sheep, the grain itself must 
be used, but here it will be found that 
they will grind their food perfectly, 
and this brings us again to swine, 
where, more than in any other direc- 
tion, money can be saved by using 
means to an end. 

The first things to be attended t© are 
comfortable quarters, and facilities for 
preparing the food and feeding it eco- 
nomically and without waste. 

In the feeding of hogs, our plan has 
been to keep the pigs growing during 
the summer, using clover, and other 
succulent vegetation, pieced out with 
slop aud grain. In the autumn, small 
potatoes, pumpkins, unripe squashes 
and other vegetables may furnish the 
ground-work of the food given, and as 
these begin to fail, more and more 
meal is added, until at last meal fur- 
nishes the sole food. Thus swine may 
be made fully fat, and at the lowes"t 
possible cost, whenever the price of 
corn is over forty cents per bushel. 
1* he higher the cost of corn the greater 
the profit of feeding ground and cooked 
food to swine. There is no probability 
that the mice of corn will be low for 
two or three years to come. There- 
fore, the time to prepare for saving in 
the cost of food ; ° " —

If you will 
inspect your apple trees you will find 
that many of the leaves are already 
curled and brown, and will upon the 
slightest touch fall to the ground. The 
young and growing fruit, too, drops 
readily, and unless some effective meas- 
ures are taken*, and that right speedily, 
to prevent it, the apple crop will fall 
far below the average as to cause s 
rious trouble. It is, however, possible 
to fight the pest successfully, and the 
weapon to be employed is Paris green : 
that enemy of potato-bugs and other j P otl 
vermin. The best way to use it is to < * m , 0UI 
sprinkle the tree with a solution of the I bod >^ 
poison. Of course, the only way to do 
this is with a hose or a large syringe. 
A hose and a portable force pump at- 
tached to a tank on wheels would be 
the easiest method probably, but it 
would also be more expensive than the 
syringe method. The "apple-house" 
is something of a new comer here, 
though this is not absolutely its first 
appearance. In the past, however, its 
ravages have been far less extensive, 
and general attention has not before 
been drawn to it. Farmers and po- 
mologists should take every measure to 
check its destructive work. — Rochester 
Post-Express.

We have the animal 
instincts, but we have human reason to 
control them and keep tuem in subjec- 
tion; but alas, nearly every ill that men 
suffer is due to the prevalence of the 
instinct over the reason. We a*e 
thirsty, and we drink the coldest water 
to excess, and in doing tbis we fall into 
the very evil we are so careful to 
our horses from. And this drinking, 
if it be only water, is one of the great- 
est mischiefs of the harvest field. Work 
in the hot sun causes us to perspire, 
and in this perspiration we escape U 
greatest and, in fact, the only dangi 
to which we are subject to at "this se, 
son. Perspirat'ipn is evaporation, at 
evaporation, as is well known, has 
cooling effect, and thus the excessii 
heat of the body is used up and diss 
pated in the conversion of the water i 
the blood into vapor; just as the heat 
of the fire is used up and dissipated 
converting water into steam. In the 
change of water into vapor 1,000 de- 
grees of heat are absorbed bv the water, 
and rendered latent or inactive but 

il in the vapor. The enormous j P ur 
of heat thus removed from the P al ' 
r rather the blood, may be re- I sotl 
aVized when it is considered that the 
evaporation in the perspiration during 
a day's work may easily amount to the 
equivalent of two or three pints of 
water, and that five and a half times as 
much heat is required to convert this 
water into vapor as to bring it to a 
state of boiling. So that there is as 
much heat removed in this way in a 
day's work in the harvest field as would 
make a fire of considerable dimensions 
in a stove. This evaporation, or per- 
spiration, of course removes water 
from the blood, but the water carries 
off with it much organic matter and 
salts, which are a loss to the system, 
and this loss is a source of weakness 
which must be made up by the diges- 
tion of more food. The ios3 of water 
must i»lso be made up, and want of it 
causes thirst, and the thirst in- 
duces more drinking, and this, 
of course, if indulged iu to ex- 
cesss, produces increased perspir- 
ation, and the result is we are simply 
he body which 
away much of its substance and 
is a source of exhaustion. To drink 
ice-cold water copiously cools the blood 
suddenly and affects the action of the 
heart and the brain, and is often iatal. 
So that the rule should be to drink 
water moderately, and always with 
some nutritious substance in it, as oat- 
meal or toasted bread, and never iced, 
or even cold from a well, unless in very 
small quantities, which are held in the 
mouth a short time before they are 
swallowed. 

But this heated condition of the blood 
requires further comment, for it is most 
important in relation to our health. If 
a person unwiselv tries to cool off when 
copiously perspiring by lying upon the 
cooler ground under a dense shade, or 
by remaining : ~ - 



by the hot, dry skin of the person who 
has cooled himself off in a draught, or 
has neglected to remove the dust and 
the gathered solid secretions of the 
sweat. This bathing is exceedingly 
useful for children, and should be ap- 
lied copiously to the loins and abdo- 
en that it may relieve the intestines 
and avoid the so-called summer com- 
plaints which greatly trouble the young- 

ibers of the farmer's family. 

overheatieg may be greatly 
avoided by attention to the dress. The 
head and neck especially should be 
rotected from the rays of the sun. 
'he previously great mortality in the 
British-Indian Army during a summer 
campaign was much reduced by the 
use of the "havelock," so called from 
Gen. Havelock, who devised it. This 
was a square of white cotton cloth hung 
loosely to the back of the hat, so as to 
cover the neck to the shoulders; this, 
with a white felt headgear, so cooled 
the sensitive head and neck that sun- 
stroke, congestion of the brain, and 
fever, very prevalent before, were af- 
terward quite rare. The farmer at 
harvest work should always wear a 
white handkerchief attached to the 
back of a high crowned straw hat, so 
that it falls loosely upon the neck, 
when in the field," and provide the 
hands with them, and he will find the 
device exceedingly cool and comforta- 
ble; it not only shelters the neck from 
the sun's scorching heat, but as it flaps 
and floats on the slightest breeze it se- 
cures a continual current of air, which 
cools the skin and prevents the head- 
ache which always results from over- 
heating the head or the spine. 

A word or two in regard to eating at 
this season. All the food should be of 
the most digestible and cooling kind, 
as fruit, vegetables, oat-meal, milk, tea, 
and coffee. Instead of cooking pur- 
chased meat, the canned meats eaten 
cold will be fonnd very acceptable and 
much cheaper; oat-meal, rice, dried 
apples, and skimmed milk will be 
found far more healthful, pleasant, and 
economical than pork or beef, and the 
less cooking there may be certainly the 
less wearing and exhaustive will be the 
harvest time to the housekeeper, who 
has as good a reason to dread it as 
those who meet it in the field.
